to erect the memorial. 
With this purpose in view a cam­ 
paign has been launched to widen the 
scope of the mem bership of the as­ 
sociation, which was formed several 
years ago. 
A certificate of life mem­ 
bership will be issued to any person 
who will pa> $1 into the memorial 
fund. 
These certificates have 
just 
been received at the headquarters of 
the association at Youngstown, and 
are handsomely engraved with a like­ 
ness of McKinley and the date and 
I place of his birth and death. 
The National McKinley Birthplace 
Memorial association was incorporated 
by act of congress, approved by Pres­ 
ident Taft on March I 1911. The in­ 
corporators were Joseph O Butler, Jr.. 
Youngstown, Ohio; former Governor 
and Ambassador Myron T. Herrick. 
Cleveland; J G. Si kmidlapp, Cincin­ 
nati; John G. Milburn, New York, for­ 
merly of Buffalo, in whose home Mc­ 
Kinley died after he was shot down 
by the assassin, and W. A. Tomas, 
Niles. 
The 'citizens of Niles have voted a 
bond issue of $100.<KK) to buy an en­

In addition $175.000 has 
been subscribed toward the building 
fund proper which is to be $250,000. 
The remaining $75.000 is to be raised 
by the plan of se uring life member­ 
ships in the memorial association. 
Plans for the memorial are to be 
selected by a com m ittee under the 
supervision of the American Institute 
of Architects.

men to ask the general assembly to 
repeal some of the measures that still 
may be found in the oldest and mus­ 
tiest of law books 
One of the laws most vigorously 
objected to is that which deprives wo­ 
men attorneys of the right to act as 
notaries.
